The Village Council, at its meeting 
held on Monday evening last, took up 
Tor consideration the petition as pre¬ 
sented them by the citizens of the Vil- 
.lage for the erection of a municipal 
rink and after full discussion and con¬ 
sideration" decided that the building 
of such this season was not feasable 
or practical, both (ffecause of the late¬ 
ness of the time in which to construct 
it and also because of the insufficient 
funds after providing for a system of 
water mains for fire protection which 
they propose to construct with the 
permission of -the rate-payers. The 
latter was also considered most im¬ 
portant and should have first consid¬ 
eration. The idea of a rink was fav¬ 
orable and it was by them also con¬ 
sidered a public necessity, and it was 
the expression of the council that this 
would have a favorable action as soon 
as practical.* Uuder the circumstan¬ 
ces, as outlined at the meeting, the 
action was justified, and the people, 
no doubt will concur with them, that 
of the two necessities the water mains 
are the most important because of our 
present hazardous conditions, while 
the rink can be delayed fo^ a time 
awaiting better possibilities and more 
fortunate circumstances.

In connection with the visit of the 
Prince of Wales to High River on 
Monday, Sept. 16th, the town council 
met on Tuesday evening to make final 
arrangements for his reception. The 
decoration of the town was considered 
at length and it was decided to erect 
a triumphal arch at the entrance to 
the C. P. R. lawn. They also decided 
to urge upon all 'the storekeepers on 
the. Prince’s route of march to decor¬ 
ate to the very utmost. Men are to 
be set to work today upon the streets 
along the ro<0t?. The question of con¬ 
trolling the traffic was discussed at 
length and it was decided to adhere 
to the usual custom of prohibiting all 
street traffic in the neighborhood of 
the C. P. R. Station during the 
Prince’s reception and on the road 
taken by the Prince when passing 
through the town. From the Union 
Bank to the St. George Hotel no cars 
will be allowed to park before or dur¬ 
ing the reception. Directly opposite 
the St. George Hotel on the vacant 
C. P. R. grounds up to the C. P. R. 
freight sheds cars will be allowed to 
park. While the Prince is passing 
through the town all traffic on the 
street from the Alberta corner along 
to McLaughlin’s corner must cease 
and no cars will be permitted to be 
parked thereon. 

Full preparation has been made for 
the planting of the tree which they 
expect to obtain in the neighborhood 
of Aldersyde. The shovel which the 
Prince will use in t}i$. planting of the 
tree will be put up for auction after 
the Prince’s departure, the proceeds 
of which will go toward a memorial 
for the men who fell in the great war. 
This shovel will be on view In the 
High River Hardware Store and the 
address to the Prince will be on view 
in Whimsters Hardware Store. Num¬ 
erous intimations have been received 
from the schools of various districts 
that many scholars will be present to 
take part in the singing of the Nat¬ 
ional Anthem and “Land of Hope and 
Glory”.

The newspapers of Iowa, Nebraska 
and Kansas, report great activity in 
the buying and selling of land.

Word was received by Mayor Wil¬ 
liams of High River, on Tuesday, from 
Col. Henderson, of Ottawa, who is in 
charge of the Prince of Wales’ itiner¬ 
ary in Canada to the effect thatthe 
address and programme of events for 
the Prince’s reception at High River 
on September 15th was approved of 
and that it had been officially noted 
that His Royal Highness would ap¬ 
pear in High River as per schedule. 
The programme here will be as fol¬ 
lows : 

A guard of honor composed of vet¬ 
erans of the late war will be formed 
and drawn up at the station platform 
in uniform. A brass band from tht 
district will be in attendance and the 
school children from High River and 
surrounding districts will be assemb¬ 
led on the C. P. R. lawn at the station. 
‘On the Prince’s arrival the school 
children will sing the National An¬ 
them, led by the band. This will be 
followed by the reading of the address 
by Mayor Wiliams. After His Royal 
Highness has replied to the address, 
he wjll then be conducted,,to the lawn 
by Mayor Williams, where he will 
plant a tree in commemoration of his 
visit to High River. When the tree has 
been planted the ceremony will be 
brought to a conclusion by singing of 
“0 Canada” by the assembled school 
children. 

Automobiles will then be in readi¬ 
ness to convey the Prince of Wales 
to Mr. George Lane’s ranch, the Bar 
U, twenty-five miles west of High 
River wherg he will remain till the 
following dayVetuming to High River 
about 6 p.m. when he will take train 
to Calgary. 

Invitations are being sent to all 
school districts to have as many school 
children as possible take part in the 
exercises and it is hoped a great 
number will be present on the occa¬ 
sion. 

The new athletic grounds at the 
park,will be officially opened' on that 
date and after the ceremony, baseball 
games and athletic sports will help 
to while away the time for those who 
wish to remain in High River for the 
day. It is expected the Rotary Club 
of Calgary will be here and they will 
help to make the day a merry one 
for all.

The sunflower looked more like a 
forest than a crop, standing from ten 
to thirteen feet jn height, in rows 
three feet apart, but having such a 
dense growth that passage along the 
rows was almost impossible. 

The value of the plant as fodder 
has already been demonstrated at the 
State Agricultural College at Boze¬ 
man, Montana. The crop, after be¬ 
ing harvested is run through a largr 
sized chaff cutter and elevated into an 
ordinary silo, from which it is used 
during the winter months as a feed 
for cattle. 

As forage for cattle it is declared 
to have more food value than corn, 
and it was to prove whether Alberta 
was equally suited to the growth ol 
the plant that Professor Hutton has 
experimented with the sunflower thif 
year. It is stated that the tattle arc 
fond of the sunflower fodder. 

About eight acres of the Strath¬ 
more farm are occupied by the sun¬ 
flower crop. About 2% acres, will 
run approximately 26 ton to the acre 
and the average will be about 20 tons 

Professor Hutton, questioned con¬ 
cerning the food value of the sunflow¬ 
ers said: “If the Alberta results cor¬ 
respond to those obtained in Montana, 
we should get more food value fro it 
the sunflowers which we can grow, 
than from com, which is not a regulai 
Alberta crop. ^With 2* tons of sun¬ 
flowers to the acre, enough food will 
be supplied to feed twice the numbfi 
of cattle that can be fed f.om the 
same' area planted to oats or peas. 
The value of the sunflower is thus ev¬ 
ident to every farmer, for it mean.- 
that the man with 160 acres can feec. 
as many cattle by growing sunflowers 
as he could feed had he 320" acres and 
was planting aots and peas for feed. 

“We plan to keep track of every 
pound of the sunflowers we are grow¬ 
ing at Strathmore, -and the results 
will be tabulated so they may be a- 
vailable to every farmer and stock 
raiser in the province. If they turn 
out as we expect then we shall see a 
great increase in the use of silos as 
winter food receptacles. 

“With the sunflower as a permanent 
crop, every farmer who raises cattle 
will one day be equipped with one or 
more silos, as his needs require, and 
Alberta, will be raising twice the num¬ 
ber of cattle that could be supported 
off the land on oats and pea crops. 
“It is important to rememoer,* saio 
Professor Hutton, “that with the high 
food value of the sunflower" fodder, 
cattle can be finished off right here 
in Alberta, an advantage which every 
cattle raiser will appreciate.”

•vho feels' that these materials are to 
oecome cheaper I would say, ‘what is 
•■he foreign market on building mater¬ 
ials V’ The answer is that the for¬ 
eign maiket is unprecedentedly high, 
vv hat is the foreign market on labor V 
rligher than ever before in the history 
ol the world. / What is the production 
of building^ material^ ? Production 
has been practically nothing in Eu¬ 
rope for the past four years and 
nothing over here for two yeais. 
There is decided under-production. 
What is bound to be the demand 
sooijer or later ? The. demand is 
bound to be the heaviest in the his¬ 
tory of industry, for the rebuilding- is 
without end and we are years behind 
in new conduction. 

“Prices are up 60 per cet. above 
normal pre-war prices on building 
materials. Prices on all materials, 
including building materials, are up 
109 per cent. Building materials have 
been much less affected by war con¬ 
ditions than have other materials. 
They have been less affected because 
there has been less demand for them. 
Now that a great demand logically 
may be expected, would it seem rea¬ 
sonable that these materials should 
go down? 

“If builders and dealers would a- 
wake to this logic of the situation and 
get immediately into the game, they 
alone would come near bridging the 
chasm.”

HOW THE CONSUMER BOOSTS 
PRICES

“I'll no pay It ” said a Scotchman 
in a New York restaurant the other 
day, on finding roast beef listed at 
ninety cents a portion. Up he got. 
Out he walked. Across the street he 
purchased crackers and milk for 25 
cents and made his nieal, and the 
New York Illustrated Daily News re¬ 
marks that this sort of thing would 
“bring the profiteer down to a basis 
of fair dealing faster than all the in¬ 
vestigations Congress can conduct,” 
while the New York Times declares 
that “if nobody paid the pric 
es, or if so few paid them that the 
stocks would be left on the sellers’ 
hands, the prices would fall promptly 
enough.” However it is a policy too 
many Americans appear to have set 
their hearts on avoiding. No matter 
how outrageous the swindle, victims 
come flocking. To cite but a few of 
the all but uncredible instances noted 
by the newspapers, there are domes¬ 
tic servants who buy silk stockings, at 
$6 a pair, working men who willingly 
pay $12 for a silk shirt, Louisiana 
lumberjacks who sport $5 neckties. 
People “who in the past rarely if ever 
visited summer resorts are spending 
money freely there”, and in especial¬ 
ly flagrant cases one hears of their 
buying doughnuts at $1.20 a dozen, 
a cake at $4 a loaf. Meanwhile the 
17,000 new millionaires created by the 
war (we borrow the figures from a 
recent Washington dispatch) are con¬ 
ducting a perfect carnival of frenzied 
buying. If the steel, copper coal, and 
lumber industries are “still in the 
dumps,” there are four major lines of 
business activity which report great 
prosperity—jewelry musical instru¬ 
ments, automobiles, and tobacco—non- 
essentials, so-called” and scandalous¬ 
ly high prices are no deterrents. On 
.the contrary, they seem to shed addi¬ 
tional lustrd" on costly things. We are 
told that in Boston the dealers put 
shoes on the market at six and seven 
dollars a pair, and could not dispose 
of them as customers demanded a 
more expensive grade.
